On March 25, 1912, a unique 
train will depart from Browns­ 
ville, Texas, for a four months 
trip over the Frisco System. 
This will be the Good Roads 
Special to be operated by the 
Frisco Railway Company, the 
office of public roads, of the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture, 
and the American Association 
foi Highway Improvement. 
It 
will be a train of foul cars, speci­ 
ally equipped, and will carry 
lecturers and an unusual exhibit. 
This exhibit consists of careful­ 
ly prepared models of all types 
of road construction from sand- 
clay and gravel to bituminous 
macadam, and of reinforced con­ 
crete bridges and culverts, com­ 
pleted and under construction. 
It also contains miniature models 
of road machiney and a rock 
quarry, which are operated by 
electricity. 
Each model in the 
car is properly labeled so that 
the object-lesson in itself affords 
a considerable road education. 
The equipment of this train even 
surpasses that of the four sim i­ 
lar good roads trains recently 
operated over other railway s y s­ 
tems in the United States. 
This train will cover about 15.- 
000 miles la the S tates of Texas, 
Louisiana, 
Missouri, 
Kansas, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, Mississip­ 
pi and Alabama. 
A 
complete 
schedule of stops has been p re­ 
pared which provides opportuni­ 
ty for more than three hundred 
lectures upon good roads topics. 
These lectures will be given up­ 
on those road subjects which are 
most intimately connected with 
the locality visited. 
Mr. H. C. Wells, Superintend­ 
ent of road construction, assist­ 
ed by J. W. Janssen, both of the 
United States office of public 
roads, will accompany thd train 
to give good roads 
lectures. 
Their addresses will be illustrat­ 
ed by over IOO colored lantern 
slides. 
The 
representative of 
the American 
Association for 
highway improvement will effect 
good roads organizations where 
there is a desire to have them. 
These men are expert highway 
engineers and are prepared and 
willing to answer all questions 
which time perm its at each stop. 
This train is scheduled to a r­ 
rive at Comanche,Texas on Ju n e 
4, 1912. 
Should the audience 
prove greater than can be ac­ 
comodated in the lecture car, 
provision will be made to deliver 
the lecture at some hall. 
Meeting will beheld at Coman­ 
che, Tex, June 4, at 2:00 P. M.

THE HUMAN 
FOOT. 


It Is Said to Bo Changing and In Tima 
May 3ecome Toeless. 
A Loudon physician, I">r. It. Clement 
Lucas, says that if m an keeps on w e a r­ 
ing shoes and living und er the present 
conditions ho may eventually develop 
Into a one toed anim al, or. more prop­ 
erly speaking, a toeless one. 
A number of years ago Dr. Lucas 
pointed out that the gradual disappear­ 
ance of the little toe w a s getting ahead 
of the textbook, for w hile it had al­ 
ready lost one of Its extensor tendons 
In quite an appreciable percentage of 
cases, one of Its flexor tendons was 
absent also. 
On the other hand, the 
great toe had undergone extraordi­ 
nary developments because the Inner 
side of the foot was the first to catch 
the center of gravity In transferring 
the weight of the body from one foot 
to the other in walking. 
The horse, which w as unco a five 
toed animal, now m oves about solely 
on the nail of Its big toe or consolidat­ 
ed toes. 
There is no doubt that m an’s 
internal organism has been much mod­ 
ified since he left off living with n a­ 
ture and begun living on it. Intestines 
have changed noticeably. 
The ford it­ 
self has also changed. 
It Is more com- 
partly built now, for the toes of the 
savage races are widely separated arn’ 
stuck out on different angles, the big 
toe especially being throw n far out 
and resembling the g reat toes of a 
baboon.—Exchange.

In “Serving the Republic’* General 
Nelson A. Miles says that. like every 
other soldier who has seen much active 
service, he is often asked how it feels 
to 
l>e 
wounded. 
Ile 
himself 
was 
wounded four times aud twice almost 
fatally, so he Is able to speak from 
experience. 
He says: 
“One is often asked how it seems to 
be wounded in battle. The flight of a 
bullet Is quicker than thought and has 
passed through a flesh wound l»efore 
one realizes that he has been struck. 
I have seen bodies of men dend on the 
field of battle where the brain had 
been pierced and death had been In­ 
stantaneous. 
They would remain in 
every position of the ‘m anual of arms,’ 
with an anxious look, a frown or a 
•mile on their cold aud rigid fares. 
“My wounds received at Fall Oaks, 
Fredericksburg and Petersburg were 
flesh wounds and disabled me but a 
•bort time. 
W hile riding down the 
line a t Chnnreltorsville one of the ene­ 
my’s bullets struck my metallic belt 
plate with great force. 
This caused a 
slight deviation as it entered the body. 
The result w as an instant deathly sick 
enlng sensation. 
My sword dropped 
from my right band; my scabbard and 
belt dropped to the left. 
I was coni 
pletely paralyzed below the waist. My 
boree seemed to realize w hat had oc 
curred, lie stopped, turned and walked 
•lowly back, I holding to the pommel 
of th e saddle with my hands 
We 
soon reached a group of soldiers, who 
took me off and, placing me in a blan 
ket, carried me to the Chancellorsvllle 
H ouse and pulled a dead man off a 
couch to make room for me."

Forests of Africa. 
One of the great natural treasure* 
of Africa is the immense extra tropical 
forest that extends alm ost unbroken 
from the extrem e southern end along 
the eastern highlands to the equator. 
There are gaps in it. and tho trees 
change (ti kind somewhat w ith change 
o f latitude, but upon the whole it has 
tile same character throughout. 
The 
altitude iilsive the sea changes regtt- 
j larly w ith decrease of latitude. 
Near 
the cape the forest grows at sea level; 
in Natal aud the Transvaal its alti­ 
tude increases to 3,000. 
4.000 and 
5,000 feet, and on approaching the 
equator it rises to 7.000 feet and final­ 
ly to 10,000 feet. 
In the equatorial 
highlands the grow th is very vigorous, 
aud tile forest is enriched with the 
pencil cedar of Abyssinia.
